The rules are fuzzy but in general the FAA says that if you want to operate a RC aircraft within 5 
miles of a airport you must notify the tower and get a clearance. Now there is some talk about under 
400 ft are OK unless the RC craft poses a danger to manned aircraft. There are also TFR's that must 
be considered well and other NOTAMs. In general flying RC aircraft is best done away from anything 
that would put someone in danger or call the cops.
